This class includes the production of 
television programs, whether live or on tape or other recording 
medium, for own use. This class also included the collection of news 
for television broadcasting.

OVERVIEW 


The Real Estate Agents survey is conducted periodically to collect 
activity, financial and business details for employing businesses that 
primarily provide Real Estate Agent services, as defined by ANZSIC 
class 7720 (Real Estate Agents). In order to be coded to this ANZSIC 
class a business must predominantly be engaged in valuing, 
purchasing, selling (by auction or private treaty), managing or renting 
real estate for others. 


The 2002/03 reference year will be the fifth cycle conducted by the 
ABS for the Real Estate Agents survey. The four previous being in 
1998/99, 1995/96, 1992/93, & 1987/88. In 1998/1999, Government 
Valuer General organisations were included in the survey, these 
organisations will be excluded for the 2002/2003 survey because of 
the low user demand. 


The major external organisation interested in this survey is the Real 
Estate Institute of Australia (REIA). The REIA and various state Real 
Estate Institutes such as the Victorian, New South Wales and South 
Australian branches have had direct input into development of the 
collection. The various state Real Estate Institutes such as the 
Victorian, New South Wales and South Australian branches have 
also cooperated in the survey development. ABS data for this 
industry has been used in many ways such as: 


Benchmarking the profitability of estate agents by size and type 
of business; 

Web site usage; 

Concentration of REI membership; 

Analysis of state and territory differences; 


The main internal demand for this survey is from the National 
Accounts Branch (NAB). The outputs from this collection are required 
within NAB specifically in measuring the domestic supply of particular 
products which are used in deriving supply-use benchmarks. The 
2002-03 cycle also coincides with the Input-Output (I/O) overlap with 
ANZSIC Sub Division 77 (Property and Business Services). 


PURPOSE 

The main purpose of this collection is to provide an overview of the 
structure, operation and characteristics of businesses that 
predominantly provide Real Estate Agent services. This information is 
used in the compilation of Australia's National Accounts, and by 
industry bodies, government, researchers and others to understand 
how these businesses operate and how they would be affected by 
changes in policy or other conditions.

OVERVIEW 

The collection presents information on the number and 
characteristics of alleged offenders aged 10 years or more who were 
proceeded against by police during the 12 month reference period 
(financial year). Offender counts are based on counting a person only 
once, no matter how many separate times they were proceeded 
against by police. Characteristics include: age, sex, principal offence, 
Indigenous status, number of times proceeded against, along with 
information on police initiated proceedings against offenders. 


PURPOSE

Australian and New Zealand Standard Offence Classification 
(ANZSOC): ANZSOC provides a uniform national framework for 
classifying offences across Australia and New Zealand for 
statistical purposes. The classification is a hierarchical structure 
allowing for varying degrees of detail to be published depending 
on the level of detail in the source information. Associated with 
each classification are coding rules which ensure that the 
counting of information is consistent across states and territories. 
ANZSOC replaced the previous Australian Standard Offence 
Classification (ASOC) in 2011. This was a name change only - 
the content of the classification remained the same as in the 


2008 edition of ASOC. 


The offence information in the 2007-08 issue of this publication 
related to the 1997 edition of ASOC. The ABS released a revised 
edition of the ASOC in 2008 (second edition). Offence 
information on the revised ASOC was implemented for the 2008- 
09 offenders collection, and included revised 2007-08 data on 
the revised ASOC basis. For further information about ANZSOC 
refer Australian and New Zealand Standard Offence 
Classification (cat. no 1234.0). 


Method of Proceeding (MoP): The method of proceeding 
describes the type of legal action (court or non court) initiated by 
police against a person. There are two types of legal actions; 
court and non-court actions. The method of proceeding 
classification is a hierarchical classification. 


National Offence Index (NOI): NOI is a tool which provides an 
ordinal ranking of all ANZSOC Groups by perceived seriousness 
in order to determine a principal offence. The purpose of NOI is 
to enable the representation of an offender by a single offence in 
instances where multiple offences occur within the same incident 
or where offenders offend on more than one occasion in the 
reference period. For further information about NOI refer National 
Offence Index, 2009 (cat. no 1234.0.55.001). 


Other concepts (summary) 

Date of Action: Data are compiled on the basis of the date that police 
took action or proceeded against an offender (e.g. the date the 
offender was charged, the date the offender was cautioned etc). The 
date the offender was proceeded against by police may not be the 
date when the offence occurred, or the date when the offender came 
to the attention of police. In some jurisdictions the data may reflect 
the date of record creation rather than date of action, however, this 
does not have a significant impact on the comparability of data 
across jurisdictions for offenders as there are no major lags between 
the two dates. 


Offender counts: For the offender population, an offender is only 
counted once irrespective of how many offences they committed 
within the one incident or how many times they were dealt with by 


police throughout the reference period. These counts include 
offenders proceeded against via both court and non-court actions. 


Police proceeding counts: For the police initiated proceeding 
population an offender is counted once for each time they are 
proceeded against by police during the reference period. 

Principal offence: Offence information presented in this publication 
relates to the principal offence allegedly committed by an individual 
offender during the reference period. These statistics are not 
designed to provide a count of the total number of individual offences 
that come to the attention of police. 


- For the offender counts, where a single offence is processed by 
police on a single date, the offender is assigned that offence as their 
principal offence. Where multiple offences are committed within the 
same incident on a single date by an offender, the offender is 
assigned a principal offence based on the most serious offence within 
the ABS National Offence Index (NOI). Offenders proceeded against 
by police on more than one occasion in the reference period are also 
assigned a principal offence on this same basis. 


- For the police initiated proceeding counts, offenders who are 
proceeded against more than once in the reference period are 
assigned a principal offence for each separate date of police action.

For the initial release of 4519.0 relating to the 2007-08 reference 
period, data for Western Australia was not available, and therefore 
there was no national data. For the 2008-09 issue, national 2007-08 
data was included, along with 2008-09 data. 


For the 2011-12 issue of this publication, data for offenders 
proceeded against under the NSW Young Offenders Act 1997 


were not able to be provided to the ABS, and were not included in 
the data presented for New South Wales.

Although a CMS profile exists for the 2002-03 cycle, the publication 
was never released as it was decided that further work was required 
to understand some concerns relating to scope and coverage and 
juridictional capacity to provide data according to the statistical 
requirements of the collection. 


The 2007-08 reference period represents the first issue to be 
released for the collection. As data for Western Australia was not 
able to be extracted in accordance with the statistical requirements of 
the collection, no national totals were available for the 2007-08 issue. 
Indigenous status data was provided for New South Wales, South 
Australia and the Northern Territory; based on an ABS assessment 
Indigenous status data for the other jurisdictions was not considered 
to be of sufficient quality to meet national reporting requirements. 


From the 2008-09 cycle, national data became available for offender 
counts but proceedings data was not published for Western Australia 
due to data quality concerns. National offender data for 2007-08 was 
possible with the release of the 2008-09 issue of the publication as 
Western Australia provided data for the 2007-08 period. 


Investigations were undertaken into the quality of non-court 
proceedings data as part of the 2008-09 processing cycle. As a 
consequence of the investigation, the quality of the non-court data 
presented at the aggregate level was considered to be comparable 
across all jurisdictions and a decision made to include both court and 


non-court proceedings counts in the publication. 


For the 2011-12 issue, data for offenders proceeded against under 
the NSW Young Offenders Act 1997 were not able to be provided 
to the ABS, and were not included in the data presented for New 
South Wales. This meant it was not possible to produce national 
data. In October 2013, however, an amendment to the Act was 
passed through NSW Parliament. The amendment allowed data 
for offenders proceeded against under the NSW Young Offenders 
Act 1997 to be provided to the ABS. Data for these offenders were 
included in the 2012-13 issue for the reference periods 2008-09 to 
2012-13. As a consequence, NSW data were on a consistent 
basis to the other states and territories, and national data were 
able to be produced.

OVERVIEW 


This survey collected information on the demographic and financial 
characteristics of people who invest in residential rental property in 
Australia, and the characteristics of their most recently acquired 
properties. The survey, undertaken in June 1997, also sought 
information on reasons for investment. The survey had previously 
been conducted in July 1993. 


PURPOSE 


The Rental Investors survey was conducted in response to users’ 
requirements for better information to provide them with an 
understanding of the private rental housing supply mechanisms. The 
Rental Investors topic was included in the MPS program to help meet 
concerns about the supply of affordable rental accommodation. 


Users of housing statistics asked the ABS to determine the 
characteristics of people owning or purchasing rental dwellings, and 
to ask these people how they became rental investors. Information 
collected from the survey is used to develop policies to encourage 
the private sector to invest in rental property at the low cost end of 
the market. 


It is important to note that the survey only collects information from 
households which own rental properties directly or through family 
companies, trusts and the like. Rental properties owned by 


corporations, non-profit institutions, etc are not in scope of the 
survey.

The survey covered both rural and urban areas in all States and 
Territories. 


2. Dwellings 


The survey covered persons in census defined private dwellings only. 
Private dwellings are houses, flats, home units, garages, tents and 
any other structures used as private places of residence at the time 
of the survey. People in long term caravan parks were also included 
in the survey. Persons in special dwellings such as hotels, boarding 
houses, construction camps etc. were excluded. 


3. Persons 
All Australian private dwelling residents with the following exclusions: 


certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments customarily 
excluded from census and estimated populations; 


overseas residents in Australia; 


members of non-Australian defence forces (and their dependants) 
stationed in Australia; 


members of the permanent defence forces; 
people in indigenous and sparse strata; 
people less than 15 years of age. 


Jervis Bay Territory is also excluded from the scope of the survey. 
(Before July 1993 it was included in estimates for the Australian 
Capital Territory). 


After these people were excluded, the number of people in scope for 
the survey was estimated at 14,278,204.

Persons who are away from their usual residence for six weeks or 
less at the time of interview are enumerated at their usual residence.

SCOPE 


The Residential and Workplace Mobility, and Implications for 
Travel survey was conducted as a supplement to the ABS Monthly 
Population Survey (MPS). The MPS is based on a multistage area 
sample of private dwellings (houses, flats, etc) and a list sample of 
non-private dwellings (hotels, motels etc). This survey excluded non- 
private dwellings. Information was collected by either a face-to-face 
or telephone interview from one responsible adult per household. 
Respondents answered questions on behalf of all household 
members. The survey was conducted using seven-eighths of the full 
sample of private dwellings in NSW and Vic. that were included in the 
MPS. The following people were excluded: 


e persons aged under 18 years; 

e members of the permanent defence forces; 

e certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, 
customarily excluded from censuses and Surveys; 

e overseas residents in Australia;

OVERVIEW 

The Retail Activity Survey is one of the rotating economic censuses/surveys linked to 
the Australian National Accounts within the ABS economic statistics strategy, and is 
in general conducted once every 6 years. The survey directly collects detailed 
financial information on the operations of Retail businesses in the public trading and 
private employing sectors of the Australian economy. 


For the 1998-99 collection, the feasibility of supplementing the directly collected 
sample with Australian Taxation Office (ATO) data to produce estimates for 
employing businesses was actively investigated. A decision not to proceed was 
reached following advice that there would only be marginal improvements to 
Standard Errors, but such an exercise would involve significant increases to 
resources. 


PURPOSE 

The main objective of the Retail Activity Survey (project 123) is to compile timely and 
high quality statistics for inclusion in National Accounts estimates. The survey 
provides detailed industry level data for the following purposes: 


e detailed expense data is collected to provide reliable benchmark data, with 
information from the Economic Activity Survey used to extrapolate for the years 
between the retail collections. This information is required to derive input 
structure estimates for reselling and repair activity separately. 

e commodity sales information is collected to enable the compilation of deflators. 
Specifically, commodity data are used to determine which price indexes are 
required and the weights to be used to combine them. The deflators are used to 
derive volume measures of turnover (which feeds into GDP(P)), stocks and the 
goods component of Private Final Consumption Expenditure (PFCE). 


margins data is collected to provide the ‘bridge’ between sales/output at basic 
price and consumption/input at purchasers’ prices. Accurate margins information 
enables the balancing of input and output data.

COLLECTION HISTORY 


The following summaries key changes in the retail collection since its 
inception. In each case listed below where there was a significant 
change in the survey methodology the historical time series were 
revised to reflect this change. 


Origins - Retail trade was first collected for the year ending 30 June 
1948 by the Census of Retail Establishments and further retail 
censuses were taken every five years. 


Apr 1961 - Monthly estimates of the total value of retail sales at the 
Australian level first produced. 


Apr 1982 - New series of monthly estimates introduced with 
variations to the scope of the collection and the introduction of state 
and seasonally adjusted estimates. 


Jun 1988 - The retail sales series were replaced by an expanded 
series called turnover of retail establishments. The turnover series 
included income from all sources which provided a broader indicator 
of consumer spending. Survey coverage was expanded to include 
the Northern Territory. Trend estimates were extended to include 
most current price estimates, and quarterly constant price estimates. 


Nov 1992 - Implementation of a new collection methodology, 
Computer Assisted Telephone Interviewing (CATI). CATI was 
introduced to reduce respondent burden, improve collection efficiency 
and the accuracy of the estimates. 


Apr 1994 - The survey was redesigned and data on the new basis 
were released from this reference month. The new survey design 
was based on the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC), which replaced the Australian Standard 
Industrial Classification (ASIC). In addition, the publication was 
redesigned to include more focus on month to month movements and 
seasonally adjusted data at the industry group level. 


Jul 1997 - Business provisions were introduced to improve survey 
coverage by accounting for the impact of businesses known to be 
missing from the ABS Business Register and the delay in loading 
newly registered business to the Retail frame. 


Sep 1998 - Annually reweighted quarterly chain volume measures 
replaced existing quarterly constant price estimates, providing a 
better measure of growth in volume terms (i.e. removing the direct 
effect of price changes). 


Jul 1999 - The use of group employer information to remove 
cancelled and non-remitting businesses from the Retail frame was 
introduced to improve survey coverage. 


Nov 1999 - New output editing systems were introduced to meet best 
statistical practices. The survey also adopted standard ABS 
methodological systems relating to the treatment of outliers, 
imputation, and estimation. 


Apr 2000 - Improvements made to the methodology for producing 
seasonally adjusted estimates. See Information paper: Introduction 
of Concurrent Seasonal Adjustment into the Retail Trade Series 
(Cat. no. 8514.0). In addition, the collection adopted the ABS 
common frame which standardised the frame maintenance 
procedures. This resulted in historical revisions to the data. 


Jul 2000 - GST included in turnover for the Retail Trade series. The 
underlying behaviour of the series could not be accurately measured 
due to changes in spending behaviour associated with the 
introduction of The New Tax System (TNTS). Hence the trend series 
in current price terms was suspended as at June 2000. 


Dec 2000 - Current price trend estimates were reintroduced in the 
Dec 2000 issue from the July 2000 reference month. The impact of 
TNTS resulted in a break in the trend series between the June and 
July 2000 reference months. For more information see the article 
"Impact of The New Tax System on the Retail Trade Trend Series" in 
the Appendix to the December 2000 issue of Retail Trade, Australia 
(Cat. no. 8501.0). 


July 2002 - The Retail Business Survey presented the first release of 
estimates compiled using the new ABS statistical infrastructure. This 
new infrastructure is described in an information paper: 
Improvements in ABS Economic Statistics [Arising from The 
New Tax System] 2002 (Cat. No. 1372.0), released by the ABS on 6 
May 2002. The new infrastructure makes better use of data available 
from the taxation system to improve the efficiency, coverage and 
sample design of the surveys from which these series are obtained. A 
number of changes were also introduced to the procedures used to 
maintain sample and frames. 


Dec 2002 - A feature article "Contribution of Gambling to the Retail 
Estimate" was included Retail Trade, Australia (Cat. no. 8501.0).. 


July 2004 - Introduction of a new sample design with a significant 
reduction in sample size, and hence provider load, combined with a 
generalised regression estimation methodology utilising the 
Australian Taxation Office (ATO) Business Activity Statement (BAS) 
item "Total sales". Also 'Toy and Game retailing’ and ‘Sport, Camping 
and Photographic equipment retailing’ were combined to making a 
single industry for stratification purposes in the new sample design. 
More details are available in the information paper Information Paper: 
Changes to the Retail Trade Series (cat.no.8501.0.55.002). 


August 2004 - ARIMA modelling was incorporated into the seasonal 
adjustment process for the majority of the Retail trade series. 


June 2007 - Stratification benchmarks were updated for the first time 
since July 2004. The updated benchmarks along with adjustments to 
the stratum boundaries and sampling allocations allowed a further 
reduction in sample size. 


July 2008 - For budgetary reasons there were major changes to the 
Retail Business survey. This resulted in a focussing on less detailed 
trend estimates for the monthly publication and the introduction 
Quarterly Indicator publication . In order to optimise quality given the 
available resources, a ‘one-in, two out strategy was adopted for 
collecting data from samples units. At the same time Hotels and 
Licensed clubs , Hairdressing and Beauty Salons and Video Hire 
store were excluded from the scope of the collection. There were 
other changes in the grouping of industries. 


The Retail Trade Quarterly Indicator, Australia (cat. no. 8502.0) 
publication presented quarterly original, seasonally adjusted and 
trend estimates at the industry sub group by state level and chain 
volume measures at state and industry level 


Dec 2008 - The full sample with the revised industry structure was 
reinstated and published under Retail Trade, Australia (Cat. no. 
8501.0) 


July 2009 - Retail Trade, Australia (Cat. no. 8501.0) was published 
using the ANZSIC 2006 industry classifications. Details of the design 
under the new industry classifications were presented in: 
Information Paper: ANZSIC 2006 Implementation in Retail Trade 
Statistics, July 2009 (cat. no. 8501.0.55.006),

OVERVIEW 


The RTMS will be conducted quarterly and aims to measure changes 
in retail trade margins by State/Territory and Australia for selected 
retail specific product groupings - Supply Use Product Classifications 
(SUPCs). 

The System of National Accounts (SNA) 2008 states that the output 
of retailers and wholesalers is measured by the total value of the 
trade margins realised on the goods they purchase for resale. A trade 
margin is defined as the difference between the actual or imputed 
price realised from the sale or disposal of a good purchased for 
resale and the price that would have to be paid by the distributor to 
replace the good at the time it is sold or otherwise disposed of. The 
RTM price index (RTMPI) collection is a means of obtaining this 
important information.

The retail trade margin price indexes are a measure of changes in 
margins of selected product groups within the retail sector of the 
Australian economy.

DATA DETAIL 
Conceptual framework 


The term trade margin is used to refer to the value of the service 
provided by institutional units when they engage in the activity of 
purchasing goods for resale (retailing or wholesaling). The 2008 
System of National Accounts (SNAO8) describes the conceptual 
basis for the measurement of the output of wholesale and retail 
distribution. In practice, the value of the margin from a retailing 
activity is given by: Margin = Sales of goods — Cost of goods sold. 


Total sales and cost of goods sold are collected from retail 
businesses on a range of selected retail products (SUPCs) sold by 
them that make up the bulk of the retail trade (as measured by the 
Retail Industry Survey). This information is collected from selected 
businesses at the enterprise level by State/Territory/Whole of 
Australia as well as at selected retail outlets in each State/Territory 
where they operate. 


Margins are computed from this data as defined above, and from 
these margins, a retail trade margin index is computed for each 
SUPC by State/Territory/Whole of Australia. Aggregated SUPC and 
total trade margin indexes will also be computed by 
State/Territory/Whole of Australia.

COLLECTION HISTORY 


The original Retail Trade Margins project conducted a small, targeted 
quarterly collection of retail trade margins data from 2002 to 2007, 
using a partial coverage collection methodology focusing only on 
large retail business units. Medium sized units were included only 
where industry concentration was not sufficient to exclude them 
and/or when the margins of large units were not sufficiently 


representative of those of medium units. The survey design excluded 
small units. 


All businesses included in the original experimental collection were 
enrolled via personal visit. This was an active strategy to address 
data provider concerns relating to the confidentiality of margins data. 
This strategy ensured a high level of cooperation and quality of data 
from providers. 


Data providers enrolled in the original experimental RTMPI collection 
were advised of the ABS decision to cease the collection early in 
2008. Data collection ceased following the December quarter 2007. 
An historical series currently exists (for most SUPCs and total 
Australia) from December quarter 2003 until December quarter 2007. 
The survey was reinstated in mid 2009 when additional funding was 
made available to the ABS and following extensive consultation with 
users.

The Labour Force Survey includes all usual residents of “USt@lia aged

The combined survey (Retirement & Retirement Intentions) was first 
conducted in 1980. Since then it has been collected in 1986, 1992, 
1994 and 1997. Retirement was also collected in 1983 and 
Retirement Intentions in 1984. 


In 2004/05 it was collected as part of the Multipurpose Household 
Survey (MPHS). It will be collected every 2 years.

The Retrenched Workers Survey was conducted in October 1993 as 
a supplement to the Monthly Population Survey, for the Victorian 
Government. 


PURPOSE 


Obtain information on Victorians retrenched or made redundant 
during October 1990 to October 1993.

The survey collects information by personal interview from residents 
of private dwellings in Victoria aged 18 to 65 years. Private dwellings 
are houses, flats, home units, caravans, garages, tents and other 
structures that are used as places of residence at the time of 
interview. Long-stay caravan parks are also included. These are 
distinct from special dwellings which include hotels, boarding schools, 
boarding houses and institutions.

OVERVIEW 


The Retrenchment and Redundancy Survey collects information on the labour force 
status and other characteristics of persons who had been retrenched or made 
redundant in the three year period prior to interview. 


PURPOSE 


Results from the survey provide information on the employment consequences of 
structural change in the economy, and are used for policy development and planning 
of services to workers who have been retrenched or made redundant. 


SCOPE 


This survey is conducted as part of the Monthly Population Survey, which comprises 
the Labour Force Survey and, in most months, a supplementary survey topic. 


SCOPE - Labour Force Survey 
The Labour Force Survey includes all persons aged 15 and over except: 


e members of the permanent defence forces; 

e certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, customarily excluded 
from census and estimated populations; 

e overseas residents in Australia; and 

e members of non-Australian defence forces (and their dependants) stationed in 
Australia. 


From July 1993 Jervis Bay Territory is also excluded from the scope of the survey. 


Before July 1993 it was included in estimates for the Australian Capital Territory. 
SCOPE - Retrenchment and Redundancy Survey 
Persons aged 65 and over were excluded from this survey. 


From July 1997, all supplementary surveys excluded persons in remote and sparsely 
settled areas of Australia. The exclusion of these persons has only a minor effect on 
estimates for individual States or Territories. 


COVERAGE - Labour Force Survey 


In the Labour Force Survey, coverage rules are applied which aim to ensure that 
each person is associated with only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of 
selection. The chance of a person being enumerated at two separate dwellings in the 
one Survey is considered to be negligible. 


Persons who are away from their usual residence for six weeks or less at the time of 
interview are enumerated at their usual residence (relevant information may be 
obtained from other usual residents present at the time of the survey).

The survey presents data on the Retrenchment and Redundancy for four 
populations: Persons aged 18 to 64 years who had held a job in the three years prior 
to interview; persons aged 18 to 64 years who had been retrenched or made 
redundant in the three years prior to interview; persons aged 18 to 64 years who had 
been retrenched or made redundant in the three years prior to interview and were 
employed at the time of interview; and persons aged 18 to 64 years who had been 
retrenched or made redundant in the three years prior to interview and were 
unemployed at the time of interview.

For the purposes of this survey, those who indicated they had been retrenched or 
made redundant were combined due to difficulties in separating the two concepts. In 
the publication the terms 'retrenched' and retrenchment’ are used and should be 
taken to mean those who were retrenched or made redundant in the three years prior 
to interview. 


Respondents to the survey were firstly asked whether they had any job at all in the 
last 3 years. If they responded that they had a job during that period, they were then 
asked whether they had been retrenched, made redundant or accepted and 
redundancy packages from any job they held during the previous 3 years to June. 


If respondents were unsure whether or not they had been retrenched, made 
redundant or accepted a redundancy package, interviewers were instructed to 


include persons if they: 


e had some inducement or pressure applied to them to accept a redundancy 
package; or 

e were retrenched or the business they were working for closed down due to 
financial reasons (not including their own business or family business); or 

e were dismissed from their job for any other reason, including ‘age’ and ‘own ill- 
health or injury’. 


Interviewers further instructed respondents that they should be excluded in they: 
e had been given notice of retrenchment or redundancy but were still working; or 
e had not had contracts renewed; or 
e were voluntary workers. 
Only details of the respondent's most recent retrenchment or redundancy were 
recorded, provided that retrenchment/redundancy occurred during the reference 
period.

OVERVIEW 

The Survey of Returned Australian Travellers (SORAT) is a sample 
survey conducted every 5-8 years by mail and includes 
approximately 600 individuals per month. It collects information on 
expenditure by Australian travellers abroad and any income earned. 
These data are required to compile accurate balance of payments 
statistics on travel debits. 


PURPOSE 

The SORAT surveys a sample of Australian travellers returning from 
overseas travel. It collects the purpose of the travel, their expenditure 
and any income, while overseas. The survey is used to compile an 
average per capita expenditure (PCE) of Australian residents while 
overseas. This PCE is then multiplied by overseas arrivial data 
contained in Overseas Arrivals and Departures, Australia (ABS Cat. 
No. 3401.0, 3402.0 and 3404.0) to produce a estimate of other travel 
debits for the balance of payments. 


SCOPE 

The scope of the SORAT covers expenditure by Australian travellers 
abroad and any income earned whilst abraod. A sample survey is 
conducted by mail and includes approximately 600 individuals per 
month (a 1 in 300 sample).

OVERVIEW 

The Rural Environment and Agricultural Commodities Survey 
(REACS) is run annually in between the five-yearly Agricultural 
Census. REACS was developed to replace the previous Agricultural 
Resource Management Survey (ARMS) and Agricultural 
Commodities Survey (ACS) in response to the Survey Program 
Review (SPR) conducted in 2012. The reference period for the 2018- 
19 REACS is the financial year ending 30 June 2019. 


Frequency: Since 2012-13, REACS has been run annually in the 
years between the five yearly Agricultural Census. The last 
Agricultural Census reference period was 2015-16. 


Scope: The scope of the 2018-19 REACS collection is all businesses 
operating agricultural land in Australia who have an Estimated Value 
of Agricultural Operations (EVAO) of $40,000 or greater. This 
changed in 2015-16 from the former cut-off of $5,000, to align with 
the scope of ABARES collections and to significantly reduce the 
burden on small farm businesses in response to the NASR findings. 
This scope is the same as the 2015-16 Agricultural Census. 


Sample size: The sample size of the 2018-19 REACS will be 
approximately 28,000 units. 


Statistical unit: The statistical unit for the collection is the legal entity 
(Australian Business Number (ABN)) bounded by geography. This 
statistical unit was first adopted for the 2005-06 Agricultural Census, 
when the collection moved to a business register based frame. 


Information: REACS collects area and production data for a wide 
range of agricultural commodities and information on land 
management practices being employed by farmers across Australia. 
The core set of land management practices themes has been 
established through consultation with key stakeholders. In 
accordance with the revised statistical program, core land 
management practices themes were collected biennially through 
LaMPS (in 2011-12, 2013-14 and 2015-16), and through REACS in 
alternate years when LaMPS was not run. This resulted in a 
consistent time series, assisting internal and external stakeholders to 
develop evidence-based policy. While the final L€aMPS was 
conducted in 2015-16, REACS will continue to collect information on 
core land management practices going forward. 


Major categories on the form: REACS 2018-19 will collect 
information on a range of land management practices and agricultural 
commodities including: land use; livestock; horticulture crops; 
nurseries, cut flowers and cultivated turf; cereals and other crops; 
pasture and crop cultivation; crop management; water for agricultural 
production and irrigation expenditure; soil management; fertiliser use; 
and farm management. 


Outputs: Data is expected to be available at national, state and 
regional levels (including NRM, SA4, and Murray-Darling Basin). 


Design constraints for major data items in REACS are in the process 
of being identified through consultation with Business Survey 
Methodology (BSM). 


PURPOSE 

REACS provides a range of information to inform decision making on 
Australia’s agricultural industry including data on the area and 
production of key agricultural commodities, and information on water 
and land use. This information supports policy and planning by 
Federal and state and territory governments, industry bodies, 
research organisations and the farming community. 


REACS has also been designed to meet the demand for information 


on rural environment issues and natural resource management 
(NRM) issues, including a core set of land management practices 
themed questions. 


The Physical Environment Accounts and Statistics Branch (PEAS) 
introduced several significant transformations to its collection model 


in 2015-16 to address the National Agricultural Statistics Review 
(NASR) findings and to align with corporate transformation 


objectives. The following practices will be continued in 2018-19: 


e Increased EVAO scope cut-off for REACS from $5,000 to 
$40,000 to be maintained, to align with the scope of Australian 
Bureau of Agricultural and Resource Economics and Sciences 
(ABARES) collections and significantly reduce the burden on 
small farm businesses. PEAS will support clients to work through 
their statistical requirements, including interpretation of statistical 
output associated with the changed scope. 

e Focus on web based collection with the aim of maintaining and 
improving web form response rates. Paper forms will continue to 
be available for the 2018-19 collection, as we work 
collaboratively with key stakeholders to co-design electronic 
surveys going forward. 


In designing the 2018-19 REACS, PEAS has locked in a core suite of 
questions to better support analysis through time and to minimise the 
need to further change processing systems and metadata as we 
move into onboarding new capabilities. 


The flexible nurseries component has been removed for 2018-19. 
The location validation module has been removed, however the 
address validation tool will remain. 


REACS 2018-19 is largely ABS funded with some user-funding. 


SCOPE 

The scope of the 2018-19 REACS collection is all businesses 
operating agricultural land in Australia who have an EVAO of $40,000 
or greater. This changed in 2015-16 from the former cut-off of $5,000, 
to align with the scope of ABARES collections and to significantly 
reduce the burden on small farm businesses in response to the 
NASR findings. 

Coverage provided from the ABS Business Register (ABSBR) is 
generally good. Where a unit has not been included in an agricultural 
survey previously (i.e. has come on to the frame in the 5 years since 
the last agricultural census) their EVAO is estimated from 
Standardised Business Activity Statement (BAS) Total Sales (SBTS) 
— with allowance made for primary production for units outside of the 
agricultural industries. New units on the Agricultural frame are largely 


based on new units ‘birthed’ to the ABSBR (ie new ABN applications 
with associated agricultural activity).

This 
changed in 2015-16 from the former cut-off of $5,000, to align with 
the scope of ABARES collections and to significantly reduce the 
burden on small farm businesses in response to the NASR findings. 
This scope is the same as the 2015-16 Agricultural Census. 


A business with agricultural activity is usually a single physical 
location which is used for the production of crops (including fruit and 
vegetables) and/or for the raising of livestock and the production of 


livestock products. 
Businesses in the agricultural industry are classified in accordance 
with the methodology described in the Australian and New Zealand 


Standard Industrial Classification (ANSZIC) 2006. (cat. no. 1292.0) 


The ANZSIC codes of agricultural units are determined annually by 
valuing physical crop and livestock information collected. The 
valuation procedure allows for the industry classification of individual 
units to be changed to reflect significant or long term changes in their 
activities (e.g. a unit may change from the Grain ANZSIC to the 
Sheep ANZSIC if the farmer changes production patterns). 


The procedure provides for a dampening or resistance effect to offset 
instability in allocation to particular classes of the classification which 
would arise from short-term factors such as large price movements, 
floods and drought. To obviate such effects, the valuation procedure 
takes into account (without double counting) the area of crops sown 
and numbers of livestock on holdings at a point in time as well as the 
crops produced and livestock turn-off during the year. 


The resulting aggregation of commodity values is termed the EVAO. 
It should be noted that EVAO is applicable only for industry coding 
and size valuation purposes. It is not an indicator of receipts obtained 
by units or of the value of agricultural commodities produced by these 
units. 


Main outputs 


Information will be collected from a sample of approximately 28,000 
agricultural business on a range of land management practices and 
agricultural commodities including: land use; livestock; horticulture 
crops; nurseries, cut flowers and cultivated turf; cereals and other 
crops; pasture and crop cultivation; crop management; water for 
agricultural production and irrigation expenditure; soil management; 
fertiliser use; and farm management. 


Final estimates, including lower level geographies, will be released in 
April 2020 in Agricultural Commodities, Australia (cat. no. 7121.0). 


REACS data is expected to be available at national, state and 
regional levels (including NRM, SA4, and Murray-Darling Basin). 


Water use data from the survey will be released at national, state, 
and regional level (including NRM, SA4, MDB) in April 2020 in Water 
Use on Australian Farms (cat. no. 4618.0).

level in May 2020 in Land Management and Farming in Australia (cat. 
no. 4627.0).
